Rio  de  Janeiro,  September  6th,  1892. 


The  financial  situation,  so  far  as  the  gov- 
ernment is  concerned,  is  causing  no  slight 
anxiety  in  business  circles.  The  majority 
of  business  men  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
turning  point  in  the  crisis  has  been  passed, 
and  that  we  have  the  best  of  reasons  for 
expecting  a  steady  improvement  in  ex- 
change, if  the  government  will  only  keep  its 
hands  off,  The  policy  pursued  by  Dr. 
Rodiigues  Alvcs,  who  lias  just  resigned  the 
portfolio  of  finance,  has  therefore  command- 
ed general  approval,  and-his  resignation  has 
caused  widespread  regret  It  is  true  that  he 
did  very  little  in  the  line  of  panaceas  for  the 
crisis,  and  invented  no  imposing  scheme  for 
the  amelioration  of  exchange  and  the  en- 
couragement of  business,  but  he  did  what 
is  much  safer  and  better — he  tried  no  exper- 
iments. He  was  conscientiously  opposed 
to  nearly  all  the  pretentions  schemes 
brought  forward  for  using  treasury  funds  to 
assist  unsound  investments  and  operations, 
he  was  opposed  to  further  i33ues  of  irredeem- 
able currency,  and  he  was  opposed  to 
entrusting  the  currency  circulation  of  the 
country  to  a  banking  monopoly  which  has 
proved  its  incompetence  and  recklessness 
over  and  over  again.  By  doing  nothing  in 
these  directions,  he  won  the  confidence  of 
sound  business  men,  who  feel  that  the  situ- 
ation will  improve  by  itself  if  left  alone. 
Who  will  be  the  successor  of  the  retiring 
minister,  we  do  not  know;  but  we  do  know 
that  il  it  is  a  man  who  at  once  departs  from 
the  wise  policy  pursued  by  Dr.  K<ulrigues 
Alvcs  disarms  results  will  surely  follow. 


In  view  of  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in 
Kurope  and  of  the  restrictions  pliced  upon 
the  shipping  arrivals  liuin  nearly  every 
European  coumry,  some  common  and 
reasonable  measures  ought  to  be  adopted 
by  Brazil  and  the  Platine  republics  for  the 
imposition  of  quarantine  restrictions.  As 
a  mle,  it  is  difficult  to  get  two  countries  to 
takecommon  action  in  regard  toquaraulines, 
and  still  more  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to 
make  them  pursue  a  reasonable  course. 
The  bare  through  t  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera, 
or  fever,  seems  to  set  a  community  wild, 
and  to  drive  out  every  particle  of  common- 
sense  ami  humanity  that  it  ever  possessed. 
To  prevent  infection,  men  will  do  things 
that  shame  our  civilization.  Men  have 
been  shot  down  at  sanitary  cordons  as 
ruthlessly  as  though  they  were  rabid  dogs, 
and  without  a  word  of  protest  from  those 
who  at  other  times  figure  as  Christians  and 
philanthropists  ;  and  cases  have  occurred 
where  crowded  steamers  have  been  driven 
off  without  a  single  effort  to  provide  them 
with  coal,  food  and  water.  It  is  a  shame  to 
our  civilization  that  these  things  should 
occur,  and  it  is  to  provide  against  such 
barbarities  that  we  now  call  attention  to  two 
needful  measures.  The  first  of  these  is  the 
location  of  a  quarantine  station  at  or  near 


Pemambuco,  which  is  the  first  American 
port  of  call  for  a  large  percentage  ot  outward- 
bound  steamers.  It  is  a  hardship  and  an 
injustice  to  compel  these  steamers  to  first 
call  at  Illia  Grande,  as  it  practically  excludes 
Pemambuco  and  Bah i ft  from  any  direct 
trade  with  Europe.  Then,  some  arrange- 
ment should  be  made  so  that  the  first 
quarantine,  whether  at  Pemambuco,  or 
llha  Grande,  should  be  effective  for  all 
subsequent  calls,  except  in  case  of  any 
subsequent  appearance  of  the  epidemic 
disease.  It  is  irrational  and  absurd  for 
every  port  to  impose  its  own  quarantine, 
irrespective  of  those  which  have  preceded. 
The  mercenary  object  of  quarantines,  of 
which  Lisbon  and  Flores  Island  are  good 
examples,  should  be  rigidly  suppressed,  and 
no  man  should  be  permitted  to  speculate 
upon  the  helplessness  and  misfortunes  of 
others.  As  to  the  second  measure,  we 
propose  that  provisions  should  be  made  for 
succoring  vessels  stricken  with  the  dreaded 
disease,  so  that  we  shall  never  again  have  to 
record  the  inhuman  act  of  driving  a  ship  to 
sea  without  food  and  water  for  her  suffering 
passengers.  Ample  provisions  should  at 
least  be  provided  for  a  return  voyage  to  the 
port  of  departure,  but  it  would  be  belter,  in 
our  opinion,  to  set  apart  some  quarantine 
island  where  passengers  can  escape  from  the 
plague-stricken  ship  and  secure  better  air, 
food  and  medical  attendance.  There  are 
devoted  men  and  women  elsewhere  who  do 
not  hesitate  to  go  into  a  plague-stricken  city 
to  care  lor  their  suffering  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  surely  there  must  be  something 
of  that  humanity  in  this  part  of  the  world  ; 
ami  those  who  travel  in  ships  are  just  as 
much  entitled  to  these  tender  ministrations 
as  those  who  live  in  cities.  Let  us  guard 
against  the  epidemic  by  all  means,  but  at  the 
same  time  let  us  not  forget  that  we  are 
civilized  men  and  brothers  of  those  who 
need  our  help.  We  need  not  act  like  savages 
to  protect  ourselves  from  misfortune. 


The  action  of  the  authorities  in  firing 
upon  and  nearly  sinking  the  British  steamer 
Chaucer  oil  the  morning  of  the  2nd  instant, 
again  raises  a  question  to  which  we  called 
attention  some  years  ago — the  right  of  a 
nation  to  thus  imperil  life  and  property 
under  the  excuse  of  enforcing  quarantine 
regulations.  We  do  not  question  the  tight 
to  impose  such  regulations,  nor  the  right  to 
close  a  port  against  arrivals  from  infected 
ports,  but  we  most  emphatically  deny  the 
existence  of  a  right  to  employ  such  extreme 
measures  as  that  of  destroying  life  and 
properly  without  first  using  all  possible 
means  ol  warning  off  the  prohibited  arrivals. 
The  action  of  the  authorities  in  this  case 
was  inhuman  and  barbarous  to  the  last 
extreme,  and  there  can  be  no  justification 
whatever  for  it.  When  the  last  cholera 
restrictions  were  enforced,  a  steamer  was 
held  in  readiness  to  meet  approaching 
vessels  and  advise  them,  if  necessary,  to  go 
to  llha  Grande.  This  was  right  and 
necessary.  The  whole  world  knows  that 
the  quarantine  anchorage  of  this  port  is  just 
inside  Santa  Cruz,  and  that  any  exceptional 
instructions  are  to  be  received  there  or  in 
passing  the  fort.  It  is  not  a  regulation, 
nor  ever  has  been,  that  vessels  are  to  expect 
signals  outside.  If  instructions  are  to  be 
given  there,  then  common  sense  as  well  as 
the  dictates  of  humanity  require  that  a 
steamer  shall  be  kept  there  for  that  special 
purpose.  The  Chaucer  was  three-fourths  of 
a  mile  outside  when  she  was  struck,  and  the 
lives  of  her  officers  and  crew,  as  well  as  her 
cargo,  were  imperilled  because  of  the 
extraordinary  idea  which  prevails  here  that 
shooting  may  be  resorted  to  whenever  an 
official  thinks  it  necessary.  During  the 
last  cholera  year,  a  passenger  was  killed  at 
Bahia  through  this  insensate  idea,  and 
several  vessels  had  narrow  escapes.  Lately 
several  vessels  have  been  fired  upon  from 
Santa  Cruz,  among  thein  two  British,  one 
American  and  one  German  steamers,  and 
it, may  be  considered  providential  that  no 
lives  have  been  sacrificed.  It  is  now  full 
time  that  the  commercial  nations  of  the 
world  took  this  matter  up.  Life  is  sacred 
enough  not  to  leave  it  to  the  caprice  of  men 
who  are  incapable  of  recognizing  even  the 
commonest  rights  of  humanity.  In  such 
cases,  even  were  there  a  knowing  infringe- 
ment of  regulations,  it  is  always  the  inno- 
cent third  party  who  suffers.  It  is  idiotic  to 
suppose,  however,  that  any  captain  would 
knowingly  break  or  refuse  to  obey  the 
quarantine  regulations  of  this,  or  any  other 
port.  It  is  the  duly  of  the  authorities  to 
make  sure  that  they  understand  the  regula- 
tions, and  this  can  only  be  done  by  sending 


a  steamer  outside,  and  not  by  the  inhuman 
and  barbarous  practice  of  sending  cannon 
shot  into  vessels,  to  the  serious  risk  of  life 
and  property.  It  is  as  bad  as  the  customs 
of  ilie  Moorish  pirates,  a  tiling  that  a  hum- 
ane and  civilized  people  would  never  do. 
If  the  artillerists  of  Fort  Santa  Cruz  can 
make  no  better  use  of  their  cannon  than  to 
sink  unsuspecting  merchant  steamers,  then 
let  them  be  armed  with  bows  and  arrows 
and  blow  guns,  which  are  best  suited  for 
men  so  devoid  of  judgment  and  humanity. 

THE  SAO  PAULO  RAILWAY  CO, 

To  the  Editor  of  TllK  Rio  NlCWS: 

•li'^—It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  die  dirco 
tors  of  the  Sao  Paulo  Hallway  Comply  have 
failed  to  send  out  a  commission  lo  study  the  vilal 
question  now  at  issue  and  have  preferred  the  un- 
satisfactory course  of  corresponding  hy  telegram 
Willi  iheir  superintendent.  It  is  not  credible  that 
there  could  he  any  hesitation  011  the  part  of  a  com- 
mission  formed  uf  a  few  en  lightened  shareholders 
of  the  company,  after  lieiny  eye-witnesses  of  the 
present  state  of  affairs. 

In  (lie  first  place  they  would  see  belter  than  they 
Mem  lo  al  present  how  utterly  impossible  it  is  lor 
their  single  track,  with  Serra  inclines,  for  which 
Uny  hold  the  government  concession,  to  attempt  to 
cope  with  the  present  traffic,  and  that  the  govern- 
ment is  justified  in  giving  a  new  concession  for  a 
fiecond  track  to  take  the  superfluous  traffic  to  any 
company  thai  oilers  lite  best  terms,  provided  the 
rlghlsof  the  Sao  Paulo  line  between  Santos  ami 
Tlindinliy  and  their  none  of  5  leagues  are  not  in- 
fringed. They  would  see  heller  than  they  at  pres- 
ent seem  to  see,  that  when  they  of  their  own  free 
will  let  the  concession  lapse  that  took  them  on  from 
Jundiahy  into  the  heart  of  the  coffee  district,  they 
—ipso  facto—gave  up  their  monopoly,  making  it 
lee.nl  for  any  of  the  prolongations  Lo  run  lines  from 
points  5  leagues  beyond  Jundiahy  to  Santos.  They 
would  see  thai  lliey  have  not  kepi  puce  with  ihe 
times.  That  Sao  Vmlo,  which,  when  they  built 
llieir  single  track  line,  was  a  litlle  insignificant  in- 
terim' town  of  15,000  inlialiilnnts — with  unpaved 
Streets,  lighted  by  n  lew  score  of  kerosene  lamps, 
Willi  110  tram  lines,  no  water   supply    and  with  lew 

oik  of  the  handsomest  dues  in  South  America,  with 
belter  paved  streets  than  Hio  de  Janeiro,  lighted 
with  gas  and  electricity — tram  cms  running  every 
few  minutes  in  every  direction  huge  mansions 
springing  up  in  every  suburb— in-day  counting 
lzopooo  inhabitants,  In  a  few  years  move  it  will 
number  its  200,000.  As  corn  has  made  Chicago,  so 
collar  is  making  Sao  l'aillo. 

Do  tlie  directors  of  the  Sao  Paulo  Railway 
Company  know  that  the  produce  of  coffee  lias 
Ireliled  during  the  last  leu  years,  and  that  as  the 
exports  increase,  the  imports  increase  in  like  pro- 
portion ?  Do  they  know  thai  to-day  there  are  two 
hundred  thousand  tons  of  merchandise  in  Santos 
ami  (hat  their  single  track  could  mil  remove  it  in 
less  than  12  months  if  a  single  ton  were  not  added 
to  it  in  the  meantime?  Do  they  know  that  the 
streets  of  Santos  arc  completely  blocked  with  carls 
laden  with  merchandise  clamouring  at  the  slalion 
gales  for  admittance,  thai  the  carters  charge  £2  a 
tlay  for  Iheir  carls,  return  al  night  undischarged, 
return  next  day  and  so  on  for  days  and  days  ?  Do 
they  know  tiial  vessels  consigned  lo  the  railway 
wharf  have  to  wait  months  and  months  lo  dis- 
charge ?  That  the  S.  S.  Delhi  arrived  a  few  days 
ago  with  a  certainty  of  waiting  twelve  months,  and 
wilh  8  months  of  yellow  fever  staring  Ihe  crew  In 
(lie  face  ?  Do  they  think  that  supposing  all  these 
200,000  tons  of  goods  were  for  removal  In  Europe 
and  that  the  Royal  Mad  Steam  Packet  Company 
had  been  up  lo  to-day  the  sole  line  running  from 
Santos,  Hint  said  Company  would  refuse  lo  build 
another  steamer  unless  ihe  government  gave  them 
die  sole  mouopolv  of  ilie  carrying  trade. 

Do  the  directors  realise  that  if  they  double  their 
hue  at  once  lliey  keep  their  monopoly;  that  it  will 
he  as  much  as  ihe  other  companies  can  do  to  raise 
lands  to  double  their  existing  lines  beyond  Jnndi- 
ahy  ?  Do  they  know  that  the  companies  who  have 
got  concessions  from  the  government  lo  run  to 
Santos  and  Sao  Sebastiao  hoped  loioom  their  shares, 
but  have  been  sadly  disappointed — that  the  Cam- 
|iiuas  company's  shares  which  last  year  were  sold  at 
Soo$oot»  (ai  Ihe  1  hen  exchange  of  18  d.=^6o)  are 
now  offered  al  2So$000  (at  to-day's  exchange  £1$) 
and  do  not  find  purchasers  ?  That  the  M  igyaiias 
have  fallen  in  like  proportion?  Do  they  know  llial 
the  commercial  world  in  unanimous  in  clamouring 
for  immediate  action  on  Ihe  part  of  the  Sao  Paulo 
Railway  Co.  and  that  they  prefer  lo  patronise  an 
English-managed  line  and  dial  the  company  will 
win  ihe  gratitude  and  confidence  of  said  world  if 
lliey  no  lunger  delay? 

Do  they  know  that  ihe  suicide  which  (lie  com- 
pany now  contemplate  cniuioiiiing  is  calling  forth 
a  deal  o|  bad  feeling  and  odium  against  the  English 
community,  which  however  is  somewhat  softened 
down  by  the  assurance  lliat  we  are,  lo  a  man, 
against  such  suicidal  policy  ? 

If   the    Directors    do  mil  know  these  things  and 
will  not  believe  them  without  seeing,  why   delay  a 
moment    in    sending    out     a  commission  to  see  for 
themselves  before  it  is  too  late  ?

QUARANTINE  RISKS. 

The  Lamport  &  Holt  steamer  Chaucer,  bound 
fir  the  West  Coasl,  was  fired  upon  by  Fort  Simla 
Cruz  on  ihe  morning  of  the  2nd  inst.,  with  ihe 
result  that  a  shot  entered  her  fore  hold  about  two 
feet  below  the  water  line.  The  steamer,  which 
was  in  a  sinking  condition,  was  subsequently 
permitted  to  go  up  lo  ihe  anchorage  ground  where 
the  contents  of  the  (ore  hold  were  discharged  and 
the  damage  repaired.  The  loss  to  ihe  cargo, 
which  was  destined  for  Valparaiso,  will  he  heavy, 
and  will  of  course  be  the  basis  of  a  claim  against 
the  government  of  Brazil. 


The  particulars  of  the  incident,  according  to 
Cnpt.  Askew,  are  as  follows.  When  about  lour 
miles  outside  he  saw  the  flash  of  a  gun,  but  heard 
110  report.  The  presumption  was  that  it  was  the 
sunrise  gun.  Later  .1  second  flash  was  seen,  fol- 
lowed al  a  considerable  Interval  by  a  report,  which 
the  caplnln  and  first  officer  concluded  to  mean  a 
signal  in  Fori  Vdlegaignon  that  a  steamer  is  ap- 
proaching. Orders  were  given  to  slow  down  and 
Cnpt.  Askew  prepared  to  run  in  close  lo  the  fort 
to  receive  orders,  when  a  third  shol  followed,  ac- 
companied by  an  appearance  in  ihe  water  wliicli  led 
the  captain  to  suspect  that  the  ship  had  been 
struck.  The  steamer  was  then  about  three-fourths 
ol  a  mile  outside  the  tori.  Sounding  the  main  hold 
ami  then  the  fore  hold,  lie  found  five  feet  of  water 
in  the  lalter.  The  steamer  was  put  ahoul  and  prompt 
measures  were  taken  to  stop  the  hole  from  ihe 
outside,  which  was  eventually  so  tar  successful  that 
the  water  was  kept  at  live  feet  by  working  all  the 
pumps. 

Up  to  this  lime  no  signal  was  seen  al  the  fort. 
After  being  struck  the  fort  asked  the  steamer  where 
she  was  from,  and  in  reply  to  a  signal  "What  shall 
we  do  ?  We  are  in  a  sinking  condition,"  the  fort 
said  that  the  steamer  should  go  in  a  port  lo  be  des- 
ignated. An  unintelligible  signal  then  followed,  after 
which  ilie  captain  could  get  no  instructions.  Know- 
ing that  he  could  not  remain  outside  in  such  a 
serious  condition,  he  took  the  risk  of  steaming 
inside,  anchoring  near  ihe  fort  where  he  waited  for 
the  port  visits.  Having  clean  bills  of  health  and 
everything  being  in  order,  permission  was  at  once 
given  to  go  up  to  her  anchorage. 

Capt.  Askew  is  an  old  and  experienced  officer 
and  knows  perfectly  what  the  port  regulations  are  on 
this  coast.  There  being  no  warrant  for  the  arbitrary 
action  of  the  authorities,  be  was  in  no  wise  blame- 
worthy for  the  incident,  Claims  for  damages 
will  of  course  be  made,  both  for  injuries  to  Ihe 
ship  and  for  damages  to  her  cargo, 

A    LETTER   FROM   THE  AGENTS.

Dear  Sir,— With  reference  to  the  notices  which 
have  appeared  in  Ihe  press  of  to  day  concerning 
the  steamer  Chancer  will  you  allow  us  in  state 
through  your  valuable  paper  that  the  reports  are 
very  incorrect. 

The  vessel  is  one  of  Messrs.  Lamport  &  Holt's 
well  known  line  which  has  been  hading  wilh  Until 
for  ninny  years.  She  is  commanded  by  C.i plain 
John  Askew,  who  has  had  over  2u  years  experience, 
not  only  in  the  ocean  line,  but  also  in  ihe  steamers 
which  Messrs.  Lamport  &  Holt  formerly  ran  in 
the  Brazilian  coasting  trade.  He  is  therefore  well 
acquainted  with  ihe  port  regulations  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

The  facts  arc  lliat  the  steamer,  which  was  on  a 
voyage  from  Liverpool  and  I'auillac  to  Valparaiso, 
arrived  off  tins  pmt  at  daylight  yesterday,  and  at 
once  proceeded  towards  Fort  Santa  Cm/,  to  ex- 
change the  customary  signals.  Without  any  warn- 
ing, and  although  she  was  some  considerable  dis- 
tance outside  the  fort,  she  was  fired  upon,  and  it 
was  only  after  she  had  been  struck  and  was  in 
danger  of  foundering;,  that  enquiry  was  made  by 
ihe  fori  as  to  what  ports  she  had  arrived  from. 
She  was  then  allowed  to  proceed  to  an  anchorage 
iu  (he  hay,  and  it  was  only  through  ihe  prompt 
action  of  the  Captain  and  officers  that  she  did  not 
sink.  A  considerable  quantity  of  water  entered 
the  ship  and  the  damage  both  lo  her  and  the  cargo 
is  very  serious.  This  will  naluially  be  ihe  subject 
of  a  heavy  claim  against  Ihe  authorities,  but  which 
il  is  lobe  hoped  will  be  settled  promptly  and 
amicably  without  diplomatic  interference. 

Mr.  Arthur  Cook,  partner  in  the  linn  of  Messrs. 
Lamport  .Si  Holt,   is  al   present  in    Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  the  matter  is  engaging  his  attention,

The 
fire  was  not  extinguished  until  soiu-:  15  io  carcasses 
had  been  burnt.  It  was  apparency  caused  hy 
spontaneous  combustion. 

—It  is  proposed  in  Buenos  Aires  to  prohibit 
burial  masses  for  the  dead  until  certific.iies  are 
presented  signed  by  the  attending  phy-.id.111,  and 
countersigned  by  the  medical  officer  of  the  , ush- 
temia pitblici} ,  staling  that  ihe  deceased  had  not 
died  of  contagious  or  infections  disease. 

— Buenos  Aires  telegrams  announce  ihe  defeat 
of  Gen.  Uoca  for  the  presidency  of  the  Senate,  an 
office  of  great  political  importance.  Thereupon 
the  great  patriot  promptly  declares  himself  in 
opposition  lo  Ihe  government.  Il  is  difficult  to 
believe  that  a  grown  man  could  be  guilty  of  such 
silliness.

—A  severe  epidemic  of  small.pox  is  raging  in 
the  province  of  Catamaran,  Argentina. 

—The  July  mortality  in  Buenos  Ahei  numbered 
1,349,  of  which  40  from  influenza,  32  diphtheria, 
387  tuberculosis,  165  pneumonia,  28  violence  ; 
there  were  also  107  still-births. 

—The  value  of  the  imports  at  Buenos  Aires  (lur- 
ing the  six  months  ending  June  3,0th  was  $43,97'.- 
500,  against  $37,980,793  In  the  corresponding 
period  of  1891.  The  exports  during  the  same 
period  were  value.!  at  $66,311,438  in  1892,  against 
$63,125,944  I"  lS9'- 

—The  Argentine  post  master' general  has  ordered 
the  exchange  of  old  postage  stamps  for  new  ones 
during  the  three  months  beginning  October  1st. 
After  January  1st  the  old  stamps  will  be  worth- 
less, and  letters  posted  with  them  will  tie  considered 
unpaid.  This  is  another  exhibition  of  rank  dis- 
honesty.  It  is  singular  that  the  Argentine  gov- 
ernment cannot  see  what  an  unsavory  reputation 
it  is  gaining. 

—The  teceptor  He  renins  at  the  Helvetia  colony, 
Santa  Fe,  lias  notified  the  prtftt turhi  tliafitima, 
that  in  some  excavations  made  at  that  colony  on 
the  hanks  of  the  Cayasta,  several  metal  objects 
were  found  as  well  as  some  coins,  also  eleven 
stones  eacli  I  meter  30  cts.  square  and  5  els.  thick 
which  it  is  supposed  are  part  of  the  foundations  of 
the  church  of  the  old  city  of  Santa  Fe"  de  Vera 
Cruz  founded  in  the  year  1573.  The  land  measures 
250  meters  square  and  hears  traces  of  having  been 
built,  and  the  excavations  have  been  stopped  until 
the  prefeduria  indicate  what  should  be  done. — 
Times  of  Argentina,  August  23.'

The  decreased  number  of  marriages  is  ascribed  to 
the  crisis  anil  increased  costs  oi  living.  The  num. 
ber  ot  illegitimate  births  in  1S91  was  5,695,  or 
nearly  20  per  cent,  of  the  total — an  abnormally 
high  rate.  The  large  decrease  ill  the  number  of 
deaths,  compared  with  1890,  is  not  explained. 

—  Mr.  Jose"  Guazzone,  who  has  arrived  from 
Olaimrria,  is  perhaps  the  greatest  wheat  farmer  in 
the  whole  republic.  He  has  ploughed  up  and 
sown  23,000  hectares  in  Ids  chacras  in  Olavania 
anil  Trenqiie-Laiiquen,  employing  1  ;,ooo  quintals 
of  seed  wheat.  Last  year  he  only  sowed  20,000 
hectares  and  this  year  lie  has  surpassed  that  im- 
mense area  by  3,000  hectares,  ilis  wheat  farm 
measures  over  9  square  leagues,  perhaps  the  largest 
wheat  faun  in  the  whole  world,  and  he  employs 
only  6S0  men  :  he  says  the  rains  have  just  come  at 
proper  time,  and  if  the  season  goes  along  as  at 
present  the  harvest  will  he  splendid.—  Buenos  Aires 
Sianda  rd. 

—The  Santa  Fe  legislature  objects  to  the  con- 
ditions demanded  by  Hie  foreign  creditors  of  that 
province.  Messrs.  Morton,  Rose  &  Co.  offer  a 
moratorium  of  four  years,  but  they  want  all  the  de- 
faults covered  by  new  bonds,  and  all  loans  amply 
secured.  They  also  exact  ihat  the  province  shall 
make  no  other  loan  until  these  are  extinguished, 
The  sensitive  Argentine  legislator  thinks  thai  these 
■conditions  are  offensive  to  the  dignity  of  ihe  pro- 
vince, forgetting  that  the  aforesaid  province  has 
shown  it  sell  prodigal,  dishonest,  untrustworthy 
and  incapable.  Such  a  debtor  should  put  his  pride 
and  dignity  in  his  pocket  and  never  again  refer  to 
them  until  his  character  is  re-established. 

—  It  appears  that  the  dyes  obtained  from  ijh:- 
bracko,  and  Other  native  woods,  do  not  meet  all 
the  requirements  of  wine  manufacturers,  as  log. 
wood  chips  are  imported  in  some  quantities.  I 
suppose  Ihe  quebracho  dye  is  not  sufficiently 
deep  for  the  making  ol  "  1834  IVt."  This  ques- 
tion of  the  manufacture  of  wine  ought  really  to  he 
taken  Up  by  the  national  government,  as  besides 
the  vile  nature  of  the  compound  sold,  the  revenue 
must  lie  a  heavy  loser.  Frequently,  samples  of 
manufactured  wine  are  reported  upon  by  the  muni- 
cipal analyst  as  "  bad  and  dangerous  to  health," 
and  the  oilier  day  a  "  wine  doctor  "  was  fined  for 
making  Pontet  Canet  out  ol  bad  alcohol  and  an 
aniline  dye.  —  Rosario  correspondence  of  the  Times 
of Argentina. 

—There  has  been  a  revolution  in  Satla.  This 
tremendous  news  need  cause  no  uneasiness  in  the 
■breasts  of  the  peace-loving  members  of  the  Society 
■of  Friends.  We  use  the  word  revolution  in  iis 
Argentine  sense,  almost  in  its  Brazilian  sense.  It 
will  he  an  immense  relief  to  our  readers  to  learn 
that  not  a  man,  not  a  horse,  not  even  a  donkey  was 
injured.  A  few  do/.en  rifles  are  said  to  have  been 
seized    with   a   few   thousand   carlridges,     A    few 

people,  more  or  less,  said  to  be  c reeled  with  the 

rifles  and  the  cartridges,  have  been  put  in  prison. 
And  the  rest  ?  Well,  for  the  rest  we  shall  have  a 
stereotype  something  in  this  form;  "The  police 
are  exhibiting  great"  activity,  the  local  authorities 
are  very  reticent,  and  there  is  a  belief  that  the  con- 
spiracy bad  wide  ramifications."  —  The  Rn'iew, 
Buenos  Aires,  August  6. 

—Rumors  from  high  quarters  relating  to  ihe 
RosaltSAie.  simply  awful  111  their  horrible  details, 
and  inlamous  in  their  heartless  inhumanity.  Every 
friend  of  the  officers  has  need  to  help  get  at  the 
last  item  of  truth  relating  to  the  ca>e.  Why  wait 
for  Admiral  Solier  to  return  before  investigating 
the  case  of  the  Resales}  He  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it  except  that  be  coolly  steamed  away  from  his 
feeblest  vessel  and  did  not  concern  himself  as  to  its 
fate.  The  incidents  connected  with  the  leaving 
the  Rosaies  are  matters  of  fact  concerning  its 
officers.  The  public  want  to  know  all  about  the 
matter.

Legislative  Notes 


August  27.— Senate,— Senator  Ramiro  Bar- 
cellos  introduced  a  bill  signed  by  himself  and 
others  for  guaranteeing  interest  on  the  capital  of 
colonization  companies,  —  Chamber  of  Deputies.— 
The  bill  lor  the  reconversion  of  llie4c/0  gold  bonds 
was  voted  in  3rd  discussion  with  the  amendments 
offered  by  Deputy  Leopoldode  BuHioes  at  the  sit- 
ting of  the  22nd.  The  budget  of  the  navy  depart- 
ment was  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  Deputy  Garcia 
Fires  presented  a  petition  of  the  Associacao  Com- 
mercial ol  Rio  de  Janeiro  memorializing  Congress 
against  the  stamp  tax  on  tobacco.  There  were 
also  presented  petitions  from  that  association 
memorializing  Congress  against  consular  invoices 
and  asking  for  die  reimbursement  ol  659,870$g6j 
expended  by  the  Associacao  in  interest  on  us  debt 
and  a  loan  of  740,000$  for  finishing  the  Exchange 
building. 

AUGUST  29.— Senate. — The  Senate  sustained  by 
a  vote  of  32  to  4  its  amendment  to  the  bill  regula- 
ting the  competence  of  the  general  and  stale  gov- 
ernments in  making  internal  improvements. — 
Chamber  of Deputies  .—Deputy  Oitictca,  in  a  speech 
on  Lite  bill  for  removing  the  Bahi.i  navy-yard,  said 
that  the  revenue  of  the  country  is  200,000,000$, 
of  which  it  expends,  in  round  numbers,  40,000,000$ 
with  the  army,  15,000,000$  with  the  navy, 
10,000,000$  with  pensions  and  45,000,000$  in 
foreign  countries.  In  other  words,  lie  said, 
110,000,000$,  or  over  half  the  country's  revenue, 
is  consumed  in  expenses  from  which  there  is  no 
return.  The  substitute  bill  introduced  by  Deputies 
Fires  Feneira  and  Baptisla  da  Motta  for  revising 
the  promotions  made  in  the  army  on  Jan.  7th,  1890, 
was  voted  by  the  Chamber  in  3rd  discussion.  Tile 
Chamber  also  voted  in  3rd  discussion  the  deficiency 
appropriation  of  3,471,209^214  for  the  navy  depart- 
ment. The  bill  granting  amnesty  to  the  Matto 
Grosso  revolutionists  was  voted  in  2nd  discussion 
with  an  amendment  extending  its  provisions  to 
persons  directly  or  indirectly  involved  in  the  move- 
ments in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  There  was  received 
from  the  Ceara  chamber  of  deputies  a  telegram 
memorializing  Congress  against  the  reciprocity 
irenly  with  Portugal.  Deputy  Santos  I'ereira  in- 
troduced a  petition  of  Uahia  merchants  memorial, 
izing  Congress  against  a  slate  law  taxing  imports. 

AUGUST  30.— SrWflfV,  —  Senators  Laperand  Cam- 
pos Salles  opposed  the  colonization  bill,  which  was 
defended  by  Senator  Ramiro  Barcellos, — Chamber 
of  Deputies. — The  Chamber  held  a  funeral  session 
in  honor  of  the  memory  of  Gen,  Deodoro,  speeches 
being  made  by  Deputies  Antonio  Azevedo,  Julio 
de  Caslilbos,  Luiz  Mural,  Espirito  Santo,  Epitacio 
and  Lopes  Trovao. 

August $1.— Senate.— Senator  Joao  Nievn  spoke 
of  the  injury  done  to  the  military  service  by  the 
absenteeism  of  military  officers.  In  the  tune  of  the 
monarchy,  he  said,  the  progress  of  this  evil  was 
almost  nothing  in  comparison  with  what  it  now  is. 
There  was  no  instance  then  of  an  officer  being 
allowed  to  detach  himself  from  his  post  to  take  the 
office  of  secretary  of  a  provincial  government,— 
Chamber  of  Deputies.  —  A  motion  of  Deputy 
Oiticica  instructing  the  chair  to  fix  a  day  for  going 
into  committee  ol  the  whole  for  the  purpose  of 
hearing  a  statement  of  the  budget  committee,  led  to 
a  sharp  debate,  after  which  the  motion  was  carried 
by  a  vote  of  62  to  43.  An  amendment  of  Deputy 
foao  de  Siqueira  requesting  ihe  attendance  of  the 
minister  of  finance  was  rejected.  The  chair  desig- 
naled  the  5 ill  prox.  for  the  meeting  of  the  committee 
ol  the  whole.  The  budget  of  the  department  of 
finance  was  voted  in  2nd  discussion.  The  Chamber 
voted  two  articles  of  the  bill  011  coast  navigation, 
the  substitute  bill  of  Deputy  Moraes  e  Barms  hav- 
ing been  rejected.  On  the  remaining  articles  the 
voie  could  not  be  taken  for  want  of  a  qu-iiinn. 
Deputy  Costa  Machado  spoke  in  favor  of  Chinese 
immigration. 

September  i.— Senate.—  The  Senate  vnird  in 
2nd  discussion  the  appropriation  of  5.674. 57^;t8 
for  the  Central  railway,— Chamber  if  Dcpitiie,.— 
Deputy  Badaid,  speaking  on  the  bill  granting 
amnesty  to  the  Matto  Grosso  revolutionists,  and  the 
amendment  extending  it  to  the  revolutionists  of 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  said  that  he  did  not  know  who 
the  latter  are.  He  suggested  that  the  provisions 
Of  the  bill  should  be  extended  also  to  the  revolu- 
tionists of  Amazonas  and  Ceara.  The  Chamber 
concluded  the  vote  on  the  bill  on  coast  navigation, 
The  budget  ol  the  navy  department  was  voted  in 
3rd  discussion.  The  Chamber  accepted  the  Senate 
amendments  to  Aits.  I  and  2  of  the  bill  for  or- 
ganizing the  federal  district. 


September  2.—  Senate.—  The  Senate  approved 
of  the  election  ol  Joilo  Cordeiro  as   senator  for 

Ceara  and  llic  committee  on  the  constitution  rep- 
orted in  favor  of  approving  ol  the  election  of  Quin- 
tino  Bocayuva  as  senator  for  the  state  ol  Rio  de 
Janeiro,— Cha mitt  of  Deputies.— Deputy  Costa 
Machado  spoke  in  favor  ol  Chinese  immigration. 
The  Chamber  concurred  in  the  rest  of  the  Senate's 
amendments  to  the  bill  lor  organizing  the  federal 
district,  The  amendment  providing  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  prefect  by  the  President  of  the 
republic,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
was  carried  by  a  vote  ol  63  to  62,  the  five  repre- 
sentatives of  the  district  present  all  voting  against 
it.  Deputy  Epitacio  moved  to  postpone  the  vote 
on  the  election  of  Dr.  Lycurgo  Jose"  de  Mello  as 
deputy  for  Bahia  until  the  matter  could  be  discus- 
sed. 'Deputy  Badaro  moved  to  ask  the  govern- 
ment for  information  concerning  the  alleged  deport- 
ation of  Brazilian  citizens. 


Provincial  Notes 

— At  Manaos  beef  is  selling  at  2$  per'  kilo. 

—Another  batch  of  returning  exiles  left  Pari  for 
this  city  on  the  31st  ult. 

—The  pioneers  of  the  returning  exiles  were 
"wined  and  dined"  at  Uahia  on  the  2nd. 

— A  severe  epidemic  of  small-pox  has  been 
raging  in  the  town  of  Limoeiro,  Pernambuco. 

—The  Ferrari  opera  company  arrived  in  Sao 
Paulo  on  Sunday  and  will  give  its  first  representa- 
tion to-night. 

—  In  the  Sao  Paulo  elections  of  the  30th  the  op- 
position triumphed  in  many  municipalities,  but  the 
general  result  was  in  favor  of  the  government, 

— There  was  great  mental  distress  in  Maranhao 
about  a  fortnight  ago  over  the  increased  cost  of 
fresh  beef,  which  bad  gone  up  to  440  reis  a  kilo, 

— The  returning  exiles  who  came  from  Para  on 
the  Seguranea  were  welcomed  at  Pernambuco,  on 
their  way  to  this  city,  with  "speechifying"  by  the 
friends  of  Jose"  Mariano. 

— The  village  of  Marahu,  Babia,  was  the  scene  of 
an  armed  conflict  on  the  29th  in  which  some  300 
sertanefos  were  concerned.  The  telegram  says 
that  a  number  of  persons  were  seriously  wounded. 

—In  the  municipal  elections  in  S.  Paulo  the 
opposition  carried  Mococa.  This  is  ominous  for 
the  party  in  office ;  Mococa  keeps  vigilant  watch 
for  possible  political  changes  and  generally  manages 
to  be  on  the  winning  side. 

—The  Rio  de  Janeiro  state  government  has 
created  a  savings  bank  which  will  be  annexed  to 
the  state  treasury  and  guaranteed  by  it.  Of  course 
its  deposits  will  form  a  part  of  the  state  revenue, 
and  the  depositors  will  have  no  recourse  at  law 
against  the  state. 

— The  Provincia  do  Para  says  that  the  news 
that  amnesty  had  been  extended  to  the  political 
exiles  at  the  Amazonas  military  stations,  was 
received  with  manifestations  of  rejoicing  at  Manaos. 
It  had  been  forgotten  how  coldly  these  same  exiles 
were  received  on  their  way  up  the  river. 

—In  the  Sao  Paulo  municipal  elections  on  the 
30th  a  ticket  was  put  in  the  field  by  the  "  mercan- 
tile and  industrial  "  classes,  and  secured  about  one- 
third  of  the  votes  cast.  That  is  a  very  promising 
beginning,  and,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  encourage 
business  men  to  maintain  their  organization. 

—A  telegram  from  the  governor  of  Amazonas 
says  that  when  Jose  do  Patrocinio  arrived  at 
Manaos  be  pronounced  a  violent  discourse  against 
the  government.  And  why  not?  It  is  the  first 
genuinely  natural  exhibition  of  feeling  on  the  part 
of  the  April  prisoners  we  have  thus  far  seen  ! 

— The  state  government  of  S.  Paulo  has  ordered 
Barao  do  Ramalho  to  return  to  the  holders  of 
tickets  the  money  received  some  years  ago  for  the 
Ypiranga  lottery  that  was  never  drawn.  Nothing, 
however,  is  said  about  the  interest  on  this  money* 
of  whose  use  the  ticket-holders  have  been  for  so 
long  a  period  unduly  deprived. 

—The  municipal  council  of  Guaretmgueta  has 
contracted  for  lighting  the  city  with  150  sixteen - 
candle  power  incandescent  electric  lamps.  The 
city  pays  1 1  $033  per  lamp  a  month  and  will  be  en- 
titled to  an  abatement  of  20%  when  exchange 
reaches  2od.  The  contractors  will  furnish  light  to 
private  houses  at  the  rate  of  5  reis  per  candle  an 
hour,     The  contract  is  for  20  years. 

— At  Conceieao  das  Alagoas,  in  the  municipal 
district  of  Uheraba,  Minas  Geraes,  twenty  women, 
who  bad  disguised  themselves  by  smearing  their 
faces  with  mud,  destroyed  all  the  papers  relating  to 
military  conscription  at  that  place.  This  is  a  not 
an  infrequent  occurrence  up  in  Minas,  where  the 
weaker  sex  feel  compelled  to  protect  their  lords  and 
masters  against  enforced  and  perilous  service  in 
the  army. 

—Governor  Gabino  Bcsouro,  of  Alagoas,  tele- 
graphs on  the  1st  that  the  report  is  false  that  ..e 
had  sent  his  secretary  to  investigate  affairs  in  P  - 
nambuco  for  the  information  of  Gen.  Floriano. 
The  governor  wants  it  understood  that  he  is  not 
meddling  in  the  affairs  of  sister  states.  He  might 
have  excepted  Sao  Paulo,  but  forgot  it.  The  gov- 
ernor adds,  however,  that  his  secretary  has  gone  to 
Pernambuco  on  private  business — but  be  gets 
there,  all  the  same. 

— On  the  31st  ult.  the  Mereantil  of  Porto  Alegre 
stated  that  a  suspicious-looking  person  bad  called 
on  Dr.  Wenceslau  de  Escobar,  editor  of  the 
Reforma,  and  threatened  to  kill  him  unless  he 
moderated  his  language  towards  the  governor  of 
the  state.  On  the  following  day  the  editor  of  the 
Mereantil  received  a  message  asking  him  to  call  at 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  interior.  On 
arriving  there  be  found  the  chief  of  police  awaiting 
him.  This  functionary  threatened  him  with 
imprisonment  and  bastinado  if  he  continued  to 
publish  such  news,  it  is  said  that  the  governor  of 
the  state  disclaims  having  authorized  the  action  of 
the  chief  of  police,  but  that  the  latter  persists  in 
avowing  that  he  was  acting  under  orders. 


—It  i*  said  that  worthless  vales,  carrying  the 
names  of  imaginary  firms,  are  circulating  in  Pelotas, 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—The  Gazeta  of  Uheraba  says  that  on  the 
stock  farms  near  that  place,  many  horses  and 
cattle  are  dying  in  consequence  of  the  drouth. 

—The  Sao  Pauto  legislature  held  a  joint  session 
on  the  4th  to  receive  the  formal  resignation  of  Dr, 
Cerqueira  Cesar  as  vice-president  of  the  state, 

—At  Maranhao  on  the  2nd  inst.  speeches  were 
made  by  the  second  batch  of  returning  exiles, 
among  whom  are  Gen.  Almeida  Barreto  and 
Deputies  Seabra  and  Jacques  Ourique. 

—A  telegram  from  Pernambuco  says  that  at 
Quipapa  the  police  broke  into  the  house  of  Deputy 
Camara,  behaving  in  a  very  disorderly  manner  and 
doing  considerable  damage  to  his  property, 

—The  Jornal  do  Recife  states  that  the  governor 
of  Pernambuco  intends  dissolving  the  courts  in 
that  state  so  as  to  secure  acquittal  if,  as  is 
probable,  the  legislature  should  order  his  trial. 

—One  or  two  tired-looking  laboring  men  have 
lately  been  seen  resting  on  the  rocks  about  Ingi 
point,  S,  Domingos,  from  which  it  is  to  be  inferred 
that  the  repair  of  the  broken  sea-wall  at  that  place 
is  about  to  be  begun. 

—The  Jornal  do  Commereio  of  Porto  Alegre, 
says  that  General  Isidoro  Fernandes  de  Oliveira 
is  on  his  way  to  that  city,  where  he  will  embark  for 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  in  obedience  to  a  summons  from 
the  minister  of  war. 


Railroad    Notes 

—The  report  of  the  Club  de  Engenharia  on  the 
Central  railway  tariffs  was  sent  in  to  the  minister 
of  agriculture  on  the  3rd  inst. 

—Various  creditors  of  the  Leopoldina  company 
have  asked  for  a  judicial  liquidation  of  that  railway, 
and  the  case  was  argued  before  esctivao  Costa  e 
Leite  on  the  31st  ult. 

—The  Republics  of  Campos  stales  that,  according 
to  a  telegram  from  Santo  Agosthiho  do  Carangola, 
the  rails  had  been  torn  up  from  the  track  at  that 
place  and  that  a  fight  was  expected  between  the 
railway  employe's  and  the  people, 

—On  Friday  some  of  the  heads  of  the  different 
branches  of  service  on  the  Central  railway  called  at 
Ilamaraty  palace  and  begged  Vice-President  Flo- 
riano Peixoio  to  make  use  of  his  powerful  influence 
to  induce  Col,  Aguiar  to  relinquish  his  intention  ol 
resigning  the  directorship  of  that  road.  In  the 
opinion  of  these  gentlemen,  no  new  director  is 
needed,     They  prefer  apathy  and  ruin. 

—The  president  of  Minas  Geraes  has  approved 
the  accounts  of  the  Companhia  Leopoldina  for  the 
2nd  half  of  the  year  1889  and  1st  half  of  the  year 
1890.  The  state  government  has  consequently 
placed  to  the  Company's  credit  on  account  of  its 
debt  for  taxes  collected  for  the  state  the  sum  of 
I0S,207$528,  which  is  the  balance  of  a  total  of 
H3,774$iSo  due  the  company  on  account  of  in- 
terest guaranteed  for  the  two  half-years. 

—There  appears  to  be  no  use  in  making  further 
complaints,  but  it  is  to  lie  noted  that  affairs  on  the 
Botanical  Garden  tramway  are  daily  growing 
worse.  The  rolling  stock  was  long  since  totally 
inadequate,  and  it  ha*  now  reached  that  point 
where  it  is  a  scramble  all  day  long  to  get  a  seat. 
It  is  a  burning  shame  that  a  rich  company  should 
be  permitted  to  so  abuse  its  franchise.  If  the 
line  does  not  care  to  increase  its  rolling  stock, 
then  let  us  have  a  competing  line  !  A  steamship 
line  to  Uolafogo  would  be  a  quick  and  certain 
relief. 

— In  the  year  1891-92  the  cars  of  the  Botanical 
Garden  tramway  carried  13,253,184  passengers, 
against  12,807,278  in  1890-91 .  The  receipts  of  the 
company  in  [Soi-92  were  2,oS4,S2I$5O0  and  the 
expenditures  1, 221, 771^080.  The  length  of  the 
lines  on  June  30,  1892,  was  58*  313"*  against 
52*288"'  on  June  30,  1891.  The  company  owned 
1,303  mules,  valuetl  at  l69,964$6io,  88  open  pas- 
senger cars,  8  close  passenger  cars,  16  second- 
class  and  baggage  cars  and  iS  cars  of  other  kinds. 
The  cost  of  forage  for  the  mules  was  362,7o9$o6o 
in  1891  92  against  236,933$650  in  1890-91.  The 
cars  of  the  company  made  277,739  round  trips  in 
1S9I-92  against  260,780  in  1890-91.

PERSONAL  LUGGAGE. 

Some  time  since  a  passenger  on  the  Pacific  rail- 
way look  a  hundred-weight  of  oranges  as  personal 
luggage,  a  few  days  since  another  gentleman  was 
found  travelling  with  a  [lead  sheep.  The  railway 
officials,  being  poor  ignorant  persons  not  versed  in 
the  beauties  of  Argentine  railway  law,  demanded 
payment  for  these  articles  as  parcels,  the  money 
was  paid  after  much  protest  and  a  complaint  l?id 
before  the  national  railway  board,  who  promptly 
decided  that  the  Pacific  railway  were  wrong  and 
must  refund  the  money  and  pay  a  fine. 

Of  course  it  is  unfortunate  for  the  railway 
company  but  it  must  be  generally  satisfactory  to 
learn  on  the  authority  of  such  a  distinguished  body 
that  oranges  and  dead  sheep  are  personal 
luggage. 

The  limit  appears  to  be  50  kilos  of  anything. 
There  is  no  reason  why  a  faithful  Chinaman  should 
not  convey  his  deceased  mother-in-law  as  person-  ' 
luggage  if  she  were  slightly  built. 

\Ve  fully  intend  to  pay  no  more  encomiendas,  as 
most  parcels  can  be  divided  into  lots  of  no  more 
than  50  kilogrammes,  We  have  calculated  that  a 
man  might  purchase  a  season  ticket  on  one  of  the 
suburban  lines  for  say  $10  a  month  and  with  mod- 
erate industry  convey  as  personal  lugguge  about  20 
tons  of  encomiendas  per  month,  the  freight  on 
which  would  perhaps  amount  to  at  least  $200. 
Here  is  a  new  industry,  by  simply  travelling 
steadTy  first-class  for  a  month '$190 maybe  earned, 
and  probably  much  more.  Cannot  the  suburban 
residents  club  together  and  support  a  first  class 
traveller  ?

Local  Notes 


— The  government  has  placed  Barfto  de  Penedo, 
for  many  years  Brazilian  minister  in  London,  on 
the  retired  list. 

—We  are  very  much  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
vigorous  defence  of  Col.  Caltodo's  action  in  regard 
to  the  Chaucer,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  his  gunner 
succeeded  in  hitting  the  steamer. 

— Among  the  telegrams  of  condolence  received 
by  the  widow  of  Gen,  Deodoro,  it  has  been  re- 
marked that  there  are  some  that  express  sorrow 
for  the  death  oi  the  immortal  ex-president. 

—On  the  30th  ult.,  President  Floriano  Peixoto 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Rodrigues  Alves, 
minister  of  finance.  The  minister  ol  agriculture 
temporarily  lakes  charge  of  the  portfolio, 

—The  municipal  council  has  resolved  to  invite 
tenders  for  supplying  this  city  with  beef  cattle.  A 
two  years'  contract  is  offered,  with  a  50  per  cent. 
reduction  on  all  municipal  taxes  and  on  the  Central 
railway  rates. 

— The  government  has  declared  infected  the 
ports  of  Hamburg  and  Antwerp.  Vessels  from 
these  ports  and  from  all  the  ports  of  Belgium,  and 
German  ports  of  the  North  and  llaltic  seas  will  be 
required  to  undergo  thorough  disinfection  at  the 
Ilha  Grande  quarantine  station  before  being  per- 
mitted to  enter  any  Brazilian  port. 

— The  commander  of  the  Batalhao  Acadomico 
has  expelled  from  that  battalion  22  students  who 
petitioned  Congress  for  its  disbandinent,  has  or- 
dered the  arrest  of  5  others  for  4  days  ami  lias 
censured  two  others  for  signing  the  petition.  In 
our  opinion  the  commander  of  this  company  of 
boys  should  be  presented  with  a  leather  medal  for 
his  patriotic  efforts  to  fit  small  boys  into  places 
intended  for  grown  men. 

— The  deputies  have  very  considerately  voted 
themselves  salaries  for  the  anticipated  prorogation. 
Having  failed  to  attend  on  lime,  and  failing  to 
attend  half  o[  the  lime  during  the  sessions,  through 
which  the  public  business  has  been  neglected  and 
the  necessary  budget  bills  have  not  been  adopted, 
they  now  find  an  extra  session  unavoidable.  To  be 
paid  for  it  seems  reasonable,  of  course ;  but  it  looks 
very  much  like  a  premium  on  negligence  and 
idleness. 

—Among  the  many  persons  who  went  on  board 
the  Seguratifa  on  Sunday  morning  to  welcome 
Conde  de  Leopold ina  was  an  expert  speculator  in 
portable  property.  He  effusively  embraced  ihe 
Conde  and  at  line  same  lime  abstracted  a  valuable 
watch  from  his  pocket— as  a  memento  of  the  occa- 
sion, of  course.  It  is  rather  hard  to  take  such  an 
advantage  of  a  man  who  has  just  returned  to  his 
family  and  friends— but  the  pickpocket,  like  others 
of  his  class,  is  not  overburdened  with  sentiment. 

—Never  perhaps  in  the  history  of  a  nation  lias 
there  occurred  such  a  confession  ol  their  own  shnnie 
as  was  shown  by  the  Brazilian  Senate  and  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  in  holding  solemn  exequies  111 
honor  of  General  Deodoro  da  Foil  seta,  Uu  put 
these  "representatives  of  the  nation"  in  ihe  slicel 
on  November  3rd,  1891,  with  quite  as  little  cere- 
mony as  Cromwell  showed  the  "Rump,"  and 
accompanied  his  action  with  most  insulting  re- 
marks ;  but  the  Senate  and  Chamber  of  Deputies 
now  come  together  around  the  bier  of  Gen.  Deodoro 
and  squabble  as  to  who  established  the  republic! 
And  precisely  as  if  a  republic  was  established  !  A 
local  journal  very  properly  points  out,  that  this 
"  nil  nisi  bonum  "  theory  over  an  attempted  dic- 
tator, is  only  too  likely  to  lead  others  to  treat  the 
"representatives  of  the  nation"  precisely  as  the 
1  ate  Gen.  Deodoro  did.  And  if  they  do,  who  can 
complain  ?

—We  desire  to  propose  an  amnesty  for  the  rev- 
olutionists of  to-morrow. 

—Just  as  might  have  been  expected,  the  return 
of  the  political  exiles  is  being  made  in  triumph. 
Everywhere  they  stop,  receptions  are  given  and 
speeches  made. 

— Wink  on  re-laying  the  Gloria  sea-wall  has  been 
negun.  It  is  a  pity  flint  the  city  is  not  ready  lor 
constructing  a  broad  esplanade  there,  so  that 
further  expense  on  the  old  wall  might  be  saved. 

—The  government  has  resolved  to  consider  nil 
Ihe  ports  of  Great  Britain  as  infected  with  cholera, 
and  so  informed  the  port  inspector  of  health  on  Ihe 
3rd,  All  shipping  arrivals  must  first  go  to  the  Ilha 
Grande  quarantine  station, 

—  In  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  there  was  in- 
troduced a  bill  for  substituting  the  star  and  sword 
for  the  globe  and  the  words  "  ordem  e  progresso  " 
on  the  national  rlag.  Pope  Lemos  will  doubtless 
excommunicate  the  authors  of  the  bill. 

—If  the  J'/tiz  will  permit,  we  should  like  to  ask 
why  it  is  not  possible  to  celebrate  the  400th  an- 
niversary of  the  discovery  of  America  on  the  12th, 
or  23rd  prox.  The  United  Slates  has  adopted  the 
latter  date.  Montevideo  will  celebrate,  and  so 
should  we. 

— Viscoude  de  Taunay  has  delivered  to  the  Ins- 
tiluto  Historico  Brazileiro  his  autobiography  from 
1843  to  1866.  He  requests  the  Insiituto  10  keep 
it  till  1943  and  then  cause  it  to  be  published.  Un- 
questionably it  will  cause  almost  as  much  curiosity 
as  the  memoirs  of  Talleyrand  1 

—We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  cholera  epidemic 
in  Hamburg  has  begun  to  decline,  thanks  to  the 
prompt  and  vigorous  measures  taken  by  1  tie  sanitary 
authorities  and  physicians.  In  other  infected 
places,  the  epidemic  seems  to  have  been  checked 
before  getting  a  good  foothold. 

—The  solicitor  of  the  republic  has  made  a 
counter-protest  against  lire  protest  of  Dr.  Fran- 
cisco da  Silva  Tavares  making  the  federal  govern- 
ment responsible  for  losses  and  damages  caused  to 
the  latter  and  his  brothers  by  the  robberies  com- 
mitted by  Casliihislas  in  the  state  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul. 

—Tire  Chamber  of  Deputies  decided  on  the  3rd, 
by  a  vole  of  64  to  56,  to  annul  the  election  of 
Lycurgo  de  Mello  as  a  deputy  from  the  state  of 
Baliin,  because  of  bis  holding  an  administrative 
office.  The  vole  was  wise  and  just.  The  law 
forbids  such  accumulations  of  offices,  and  it  should 
be  enforced. 

—The  Jorml  will   be  pleased  to  learn  that  the 

British  West  Indies  are  also  complaining  because 
other  sugar-producing  countries  were  admitted  free 
to  American  markets  under  the  reciprocity  treaty. 
They  all  sacrificed  ten  cents  in  duties  in  order  to 
sell  a  dollar's  worth  of  sugar,  and  now  complain 
because  they  can't  gel  a  monopoly  on  these  terms. 
—For  the  14  months  ending  May  31st  {recipro- 
city period)  the  trade  between  Brazil  and  the 
United  Stales  was  of  the  following  values,  compar- 
ed with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  preceding 
year:

—  Hearing  that  a  large  quantity  of  jerked  beef, 
rice  and  other  articles  are  held  in  the  customs 
storehouses  by  syndicates,  for  the  purpose  of 
forcing  up  prices,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  poor,  the 
minister  of  agriculture  has  asked  the  customs  ins- 
pector lo  recommend  measures  for  meeting  the 
evil.  Why  not  continue  on  the  present  course  and 
impose  more  restrictions  on  trade  I  Higher  duties 
and  more  monopolies  ought  to  fill  the  bill ! 

— We  should  like  to  advise  our  hyper-sensitive 
neighbor,  the  Pah,  that  there  are  always  two  sides 
to  a  question,  and  that  the  excuse  given  by  the 
"distinguished  artillerist"  of  Fort  Santa  Cruz  may 
not  cover  the  exact  truth,  We  should  like  lo  say, 
also,  that  this  bloodthirsty  crusade  against  the 
defenseless  merchant  steamer  is  not  at  all  con- 
sistent willi  the  "  pacific  and  humane "  trails  of 
those  who  are  holding  up  the  bloodless  revolution 
of  18S9  as  an  example  for  the  world  to  follow. 

-The  minister  ol  interior  lias  instructed  the 
inspector-general  of  hygiene  lo  exercise  the  most 
rigorous  inspection  of  all  hospitals,  asylums,  hotels, 
eslalajietts,  and  oilier  places  where  a  large  number 
of  people  are  brought  together,  and  also  of  all 
markets,  butcher-shops  and  deposits  of  provisions. 
The  precaution  is  timely  and  should  he  faithfully 
observed.  Uncleanliness  is  a  prime  cause  of 
disease  and  the  authorities  can  not  be  too  watchful 
in  the  matter. 

— In  conformity  with  the  new  law  on  (lie  police 
service  in  the  federal  district  the  government  has 
decreed  the  reorganization  ol  the  police  brigade  of 
this  city.  The  brigade  is  now  to  be  composed  of  a 
regiment  of  cavalry  divided  into  4  squadrons,  and  a 
regiment  of  infantry  divided  into  16  companies. 
It  will  be  commanded  by  a  brigadier-general,  or 
colonel,  with  a  staff  of  23  officers.  The  regiment 
of  infantry  will  be  commanded  by  a  colonel-  or  lieu- 
tenant-colonel, with  a  staff  of  6  officers  and  the 
cavalry  regiment  by  a  lieutenant  colonel  with  a  staff 
of  5  officers.  Each  infantry  company  will  have  i?5 
officers  and  men,  and  each  squadron  103  officers 
ami  men.  The  whole  force,  rank  and  file,  will 
number  2,500  men.
